AcknowledgBxaent of Applicant^ s Amendment 

1. The amendments made in claims 1, 10, 13-15 and the addition 
of claims 16-20 in Paper #14 have not been entered due to the 
fact that they raise new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search. The limitation "said film 
comprising at least one layer, said at least one layer being a 
polyolefin layer" raises new issues because further 
consideration is required to determine if the film of the prior 
art has at least one polyolefin layer. The limitation of claim 
10 in which the hydrogenated hydrocarbon resin is contained in 
the base layer and not the ''base or intermediate layer" raises 
new issues because prior claim 10 did not require the base layer 
to contain the resin. The limitations added to claims 13-15 
change the scope of the claims from a three layered film to two 
layered films and new consideration is required to determine if 
the prior art teaches or suggests two layered films as described 
in claims 13-15.
